Quality of Jap Pilots 
Deteriorating Rapidly 
Declares Rickenbacker 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(AP)—Capt. Eddie Ricken- ONLY SHADOWS 
backer, back from a far-flung war survey which brought him 
three harrowing weeks adrift on a life raft in the Pacific, re- 
ported Saturday that the quality of Japanese fighter and 
bomber pilots is “going down very rapidly.” 


In contrast, the flying ace of = 


the last war said, the level of 
the American fliers in the South 
Pacific “is going uphill.” 
Rickenbacker landed in Wash- 
Ington Saturday, met his wife for 
the first time since his rescue, and 
then saw newspapermen at War 
Secretary Henry Stimson’s press 
conference. 


PILOTS “GREEN” 

“It is quite evident,” he report- 
ed, “that the great majority of the 
Javanese pilots are inexperienced 
and green.” 

Rickenbacker drew his  experi- 
ences from an inspection trip to 
New Guinea and other points in the 
south Pacific ineluding Guadal- 
cane! Island in the Solomons 

Ot Guadalcanal, he said 


“There | found a real hell hole 
—mud and corruption. If only 
the people back home could 
know what those boys are doing 
for us and putting up with, | 
think they would take this war 
more seriously.” 

Rickenbacker declared that on 

Guadalcanal, tremendous successes 


were being accomplished by 
bomber and fighter pilots who 
were destroying a vast amount of 


enemy shipping, including cruisers 
and destroyers 

He added an opinion that “if it 
werent for their tremendous suc- 
cesses in combat, | don't believe 
those boys could possible last 
phvsically or mentally very long, 
but due to the great stimulus of 
their successes, they all happy 
and anxious to keep going.”

Telling of his experiences after 
the plane was forced down, Ricken 
backer said that their first food 
came from a seagull, which perched 
on his head and was suared by 
careful movement. Parts of the gull 
were caten, and other parts were 


used to bait two small fishing 
hooks, which enabled them = to 
obtain some more food. 


On the second day after Rick- 
enbacker and his companions 
were forced to take to the life 
rafts—in their anxiety to get 
away from their sinking plane 
they had forgotten food and 
water—one of the men in his raft 
took out a government issue bible 
and “we organized little prayer 
meetings, evening and morning, 
taking turns about reading pas- 
sages from the Bible and humbly 
praying for delivery.” 

The flier said that if he did not 
have witnesses to support him, he 
would hesitate to describe one ex- 
perience, “An hour after @ prayer 
meeting,” he said, “a seagull came 
in and landed on my head. You can 
imagine with what nervousness I 
reached up to catch it.”

They were divided equally and 
there was no waste—‘the head, the 
body, the bones were delicious.” 


The first water, Rickenbacker said, 
came on their eighth day on the 
life raft, when they ran into a black 
squall, something ordinarily avoid- 
ed, but this time highly welcome. 

Shirts, socks and handkerchiefs 
were used to soak up the rainwater 
and squeeze it into containers. Then 
the water was rationed—“about two 
sips a day—about half a jigger per 
man.” 

Rickenbacker told of taking off 
from Hickman field in Hawaii. 
There came the first difficulty on 
the ill-fated inspection trip. A hy- 
draulic brake locked the right 
wheel of the plane, and it ground 
looped during the take-off 

The men left the plane and shift- 
ed baggage, mail and all other 
materials to a ship which took off 
several hours later. 

He described the ship as purring 
along beautifully at 6:30 the fol- 
lowing morning, three hours be- 
fore it was due to land at an island 
in the Samoas. 

At 10:30 a.m., he said, they had 
not sighted land. All began to 
worry. They called for radio 
beam directions and then found 
that they had difficulty with 
their radio. The compass was 
also off several degrees due to 
faulty adjustment.

that instead the tailwind on their 
flight was more than thrice that. 


He told of efforts to obtain loca- 
tions—of one radio station trying 
unsuccessfully to give them a 
beam, of trying to locate a ship or 


an island for a direction point 
when finally “island eyes” devel- 
oped. He explained that “island 


eyes” come to men watching close- 
‘ly for land or ships, objects ap- 
pearing to be on all sides, but be- 
ing only shadows. 

“Time was fleeting,” 
“gas was running low. 
know where we were 
nothing we could do. We shut off 
the two outside engines to con- 
serve gas,.., Our last message out 
was we had about an hour's gas 
left. ... Then we pounded out the 
SOS . dumped mail, tools, bag- 
gage, everything that was loose. If! 
you ever think material things are 
worth anything, just have that ex- 
perience and you'll find out how 
worthless they are” 

Rickenbacker praised expert 
piloting by Capt William 7, 
Cherry, plus a lot of luck for land- 
ing the plane in the trough of an 
ocean swell, 

“All of us were so anxious to 
get away from the ship before it 
sank,” he continued, “that we 
went off without our rations and 
water.” 

Fortunately a few oranges were 
available in the life rafts. 

“I carved up those oranges and 
I rationed them out. If you ever 
have seven hungry pairs of eyes 
watching you, you will learn to be 
a pretty good carver.” 

Those oranges, he said, were the 
only sustenance they had for the 
first six days of their 21 days at sea.

Rickenbacker then told of the 
death of Sgt. Alex Kaczmarezyk of 
Torrington, Conn. The young ser- 
geant, he said, was in the smaller) 
lifeboat which overturned, He went | 
overboard and swallowed salt water | 
and was seasick. During the night, | 
when no one was watching, the boy 
drank some more salt water. 

Rickenbacker said he took the ill 
youth into his life raft, and “tried 
to give him the warmth of my body 
for two nights. Then on the morn- 
ing of the 13th (day afloat) at about 
3 am., I heard his final gasp. In 
spite of the fact I've taken them |

Butter Placed 
Under Ration 
By New Order 


Continued from Page One 


said at a press conference last 
night that the farmer was ex- 


pected to observe the ration 
limitation in his own use of 
butter. 


The new regulations provide that 
consumers having on hand more 
than one pound of butter for each 
member of the household must re- 
port these holdings to the nearest 
prices board office, together with 
butter ration coupons representing 
any excess. This report must be 
forwarded not later than Jan. 5. 


ADDITIONAL SUBSIDY 

In bringing about a reduction of 
two cents a pound in the retail but- 
ter price, the prices board will 
undertake payment of an additional 
subsidy to ensure primary produc 
ers will not suffer because of the 
adjustment. 

The producers will be compen 
sated by an increase from six to 
10 cents a pound in the subsidy now 
paid on butterfat used in the manu 
facture of creamery butter. This in- 
crease begins tomorrow and runs 
through to May 1, when the subsidy 
will revert to six cents 

Under the previous butter price 
structure, progressively higher 
prices were permitted during the 
months of low production until 
April 30. Now the price to the con- 
sumer will be steady during the 
winter months and the producer 
will be compensated for higher 
costs by the enlarged subsidy. 

Mr. Gordon said that the enlarged 
subsidy over the period would re 
sult in returns as equitable to the 
producer as those allowed under 
the progressive prices plan previ- 
oysly adopted 

“The adjustment of the price 
structure is necessary at this time 
to remove any incentive for storers 
of butter to withhold supplies in an-

No adjust- 
ment will be necessary in regard 
to stocks held by retail stores as 
it was assumed these will be sold 
before the price reduction be- 
comes effective at retail on Dec. 
28. 

Producers of dairy 
have to register with the Prices 
Board and collect ration coupons 
from consumers when they sell di- 
rect, anc coupons, purchase per- 
mits or replacement certificates 
when they sell to suppliers 


REPORT TO BOARDS 
The dairy butter producers will 


butter will 


make their registrations with local 
ration boards in their communities, 
sending in their names and ad- 
dresses along with the statement 
that they make butter. Beginning 
at the end of Janauary and month- 
ly thereafter, dairy butter makers 
will turn in coupons or other docu- 
ments to the local ration boards 
The dairy butter producers who 
consume their own butter are re- 
quired to adhere to the haif-pound 
a week ration and to turn in un- 
used coupons when it has not been 
necessary for them to buy else- 
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where to the full amount of half- 
pound a week permitted, 

Mr. Gordon said consumers and 
boarding house keepers who have 
more than one pound of butter 
for each member of the family 
on hand tomorrow are required 
by law to forward to the nearest 
board office not later than Jan.

“If they have more butter on 
hand than can be offset by the

British and Indian troops have invaded 
Burma, striking south along the coast 
toward Akyab. This port on the Bay of 
Bengal is about halfway between Calcutta 
and Rangoon in direct line. 


Whether the move is a reconnaissance 
raid to feel out the strength of the Jap 
defences, or the opening of a drive to im- 
plement General Stillwell’s “We're going 
back” promise, will appear in time, and 
may depend on the course of events. If 
the resistance is not too strong, what be- 
gan as a raid may turn into a drive, Gen- 
eral Wavell is not the kind of man to over- 
look an opportunity presented by enemy 
weakness. 

Thus far the resistance is said to have 
been slight, the Japs abandoning even 
positions they had spent months in forti- 
fying rather than try conclusions. This 
could mean that they are trying to lead 
the British-Indian forces into a trap be- 
tween their main lines and the sea. But 
with plenty of airplane coverage, the in- 
vaders are likely to know the situation in 
detail. 

With Wavell in India and Stillwell in 
China it could be only a matter of time 
and preparation before a Burma front is 
opened in earnest. The time may have 
arrived. Tokyo seems to have suspected it 
was near at hand, for the radio men there 
have been fishing for hints on the subject 
with a show of considerable interest. Their 
curiosity will be much livelier now.

Plodding Ahead 


Moscow and Berlin reports agree that 
the heavy fighting on the eastern front 
is in the Stalingrad sector and in the area 
west of Voronezh, Naturally the reports do 
not harmonize on the question of which 
side is getting the better of it. 

It is significant that Berlin says little 
about the struggle on the approaches to 
the Volga city, which Herr Hitler promised 
to capture and ordered his spearhead 
commanders to take at any price. In that 
blizzard-swept region the Russians claim 
to have surrounded 300,000 Nazis whom 
they are “liquidating” in the characteristic 
way. The Berlin observers evidently do not 
think of anything it would be appropriate 
to say, 

On the Voronezh front the Russians 
continue to give out daily announcements 
of villages captured, tanks destroyed, en- 
emy troops killed. The Berlin explanation 
is that the Red advance there is being met 
by “elastic defence methods’, which it 
adds are “effective”. Since it does not 
deny that the Russians are plodding ahead, 
the effectiveness of the elastic resistance 
is not apparent. 

What is clear is that all along the east- 
ern front the Nazi strategy is now one of 
defence, furious counter-attacks being 
launched not to gain more territory but 
to hold the present lines or to make as 
cheap a withdrawal as possible to better 
lines in the rear. That the Russians are 
on the attack day and night, and making 
some headway, Berlin does not deny. 

The winter is young yet. The severest 
weather is still to come. January and Feb- 
ruary will put a far heavier strain on the 
long Nazi communication lines, and on the 
endurance of the men in improvised Shel- 
ters, or none. The Russians seem to have 
the situation in hand, with a prospect of 
making the most of the mid-winter con- 
ditions which they count as an ally.

M. Laval is reported returning to Vichy 
from Paris a disappointed man. He ex- 
pected to be called to Germany to confer 
with Herr Hitler, but it didn’t happen. Just 
perhaps to salve his bruised feelings, he 
was allowed to listen in Saturday while 
Hitler gave orders to Ciano, 

Even if the report is not true it illus- 
trates the position to which Laval’s 
treachery has brought him, Like Petain, 
he is now something less than a figure- 
head. Hitler does not need his advice on 
how France is to be governed. The Fuehrer 
decides that for himself, and hands his 
orders to Runstedt, who may or may not 
communicate them to the impotents at 
Vichy. 

When the.German troops moved into 
unoccupied France, so clever a man as 
Laval should have seen it was time for 
him to get out. That was the official no- 
tice that he had been weighed in the bal- 
ance and found wanting. He had failed to 
bring France into collaboration with the 
Axis, hard as he tried, There was no longer 
a reason why he should be shown favor. 
He is lucky to be out of jail. 

This is the man who announced the 
other day that he, and not Darlan, is the 
ruler of the French African Colonies. As 
Darlan is on the job, and entirely sur- 
rounded by Allied troops, the proclamation 
does not mean anything. 

Except as a possible attempt to clear 
the way for another change of front. If 
Laval could evade thé gestapo and get to 
Africa he would likely enough follow the 
Darlan example and join the Allies. Why 
not? He has no future where he is.

The junk is a remarkable vessel in 
several ways, and it serves its proper pur- 
pose very well. But for transporting troops 
and supplies to the hundred and one 
Japanese outposts scattered over the 
South Pacific islands, and to the armies on 
the Asian mainland, something better than 
a bamboo raft is needed. Jap sailors may 
be fatalists, but it would take some urging 
to get them to trust themselves in a junk 
when there are enemy submarines about. 


Japan is of course losing ships faster 
than there is any likelihood that they can 
be replaced. It may be nearing the point 
where its transperts cannot handle the 
‘job the war-makers have assigned to them. 
But that it is, or ever will be, foolish 
enough to try to ferry men and supplies 
in junks even its enemies will not believe. 
Goebbels ought to explain what he meant 
by telling the world Tokyo is desperate to 
the point of being demented.

lic opinion and government policy. 

And it does seem to be true that

One source of waste is 
the table d'hotel meal, whereby, for 
the price listed against the entree, 
the client is served with from three 
to six courses. Since the price of 
the table d'hote is disproportion- 
ately lower than the a la carte 
price, the client is encouraged to 
eat more food than he _ wants, 
|needs, or would otherwise order, 
land the habit requires more 
waiters and dishwashers, 

This should be eliminated. The 
a la carte prices should be reduced 
to reason—corresponding with the 
tabled d’hote prices—and people 
served only with what they order,
